The Loss of the “Guy Mannering" —A Ter.
rible Scene—Names of the Saved,
Iona Correspondence Glasgow Daily Mail,

The splendid and wellknown ship Guy Man:
nering, of New York, owned by Mr, K. M. Tay-
lor, which sailed from New York on the 2d of
December, with & cargo of cotton and grain, lor
Laverpool, became a total wreck here about
three o'clock P. M. on the 31st ultimo, She was
commanded by Captain Charles Brown, and was
1611 tons register. There were thirty-six souls
on board, eteen of whom were sayed, and
seventeen were lost. After leaving New York,
they had a very favorable passnge the first weelk,
arter which, and 1o this happening, they had fear.
ful storms all the rest of the passage; their trst
set of aalls were blown off to ribbons, and the
remaining canvas in a like manner; the cargo
twice shitted, und the crew got disabled by day
and night's locessant labor, The passengers
were then made to work the vessel. and during
the last week, from having no salls, they were
tossed to and fro, and gradually drifted to the lee
shore. The night belore the Guy Maunering ran
ashore, she spoke the ship J. P. Wheeler, of New
York, off Skerryvore Lighthonse, which eame to,
to give nssistance and to take off the hands and pas-
sengers, but tound it too late, as it cumwe on dark
an the morning the GuyMannering hnd drfted
outol sight, close tothe ghore, on the west side of
Jona, Inhalt an bour she parted amidships,
wnthin a quarter of a4 mile of the begeh, A man
then seen to throw hims#elt inlo the sea, and 1w
make for the shore, He atterwards proved to be
the first mate, who swam pshore over the huge
breakers. He wus followed by seven or eight
